disordered. The bathers enter a batli 
tub, around the inside of which are a 
number of electric buttons. During 
(he bath a current, of electricity is 
turned into Lite water through these 

conductors from a battery, manipulat- 
ed by an attendant. The sen 
instead of being unpleasant, or pro 
ducing a shock such as contacl with a 
battery produces, is said to be one of 
intense delight. 

The mud bath is indulged in almost 
entirely as a remedy for blood disor- 
ders. The bather is placed in a bath 
tub and covered up to (he chin with 
a thick coating of healed mud. \s 
off a fresh warm 
coating is applied. This heated mud 
is supposed to acl as a poultice aud 
draw out the ittlpU) lie system. 

There is one peculiarity about the 
Turkish bath that is not, genera lly 
known, ami that is its inlluence to 
preserve Ihe eipiilibrium of the batsV 
er'a weight. If the bather is above 
his normal weights, that, is. above a 
weight, suitable lo his build and tem- 
perament, ihe Turkish bath will re 
diiee him. If he is below his normal 
weight, it, will increase it. — Cincinnati 
Ihiijin

At school one may learn in- 
numerable things that will never 
afterwards be of great use in the 
straggle for bread and "boodle," bat 
of a surety all that is taught in our 
schools has an indirect effect upon the 
future actions and successes of the 
pupils. The development of the brain 
is the main object, and that which 
develops every part is the best adapt- 
ed to all. Just as we practice 
gymnastics to develop the muscles, 
without any idea of earning a Jiveli. 
hood as gymnasts, so we study a 
variety of things to develop the 
brain, not to afterwards become 
mental prodigies, bnt to so incline 
the thought and powers of the mind, 
that the ability to comprehend and 
execute is made acute and capa- 
ble. By all means, sit down on the 
swell heads who knew so much that 
they thought themselves able to dis- 
pense with a year, or years, of valu- 
able training.

Teaching the Silent. 



The Rev. A. W. Mann, general missionary of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church to deaf-mutes, 
held services for those unfortunately deprived of 
tbe senses of speech and hearing at Trinity 
Church yesterday afternoon. Services were 
oonducted by signs in strict accordance with the 
ritual of the Episcopal Church, except, of course, 
there was neither music nor singing. The sign- 
language is altogether different from the finger 
alphabet usually employed by mutes, but among 
themselves is as readily understood. It does not 
follow the order of wntton or oral language in 
expression, but, by a single wave of the hand, or 
inclination of the body, conveys an idoa as per- 
fectly as one hundred spoken words wonld do. 

After the usual prayers and invocations, Mr, 
Mann selected as the text, " Ho that hath the 
Son bath life." The general trend of the dis- 
course was to show that all life was the gift of 
Ood, and was not self-originating as many later 
day scientists and skeptics have attempted to 
to prove. It required very little penetration to 
discover the utter fallacy of these self-originating 
theories. True, life might ; create life, but the 
original germ was the gift of Ood, who alone 
oould give or take away. But greater and more 
precious by far than this gift of carnal lifo itself 
was that of everlasting life, which also camo from 
Him through Jesus Christ. The brief space of 
life accorded us here was but as a day compared 
to the life eternal in that house not built by bands 
and which was, through tbe blood and COStctagJ 
of Christ, within the grasp of every one who 
wonld avail themselves of this most precious gift. 
Hr. Mann closed with an earnest appeal to bis 
silent bearers to romember that, although to some 
extent deprived of the fall pleasures of this world, 
life everlasting was within their reach, and if tboy 
did not embrace it the fault was their own. 

After tbe sermon the baptismal rite was per- 
formed upon Rose Arabella Mi rich, an infantile 
mute, whose parents live in Trinity parish. Mr. 
Mann, himself a mute, was educated especially to 
minister to these unfortunates. His home is in 
Cleveland, O. , but as his territory embraces tome 
14 dioceses, lie is on the wing the greater part of 
the time. Onejyear ago to-day, he bold services 
in Santa Fs, N. M., and baptized a little girl at the 
Church of the Holy Faith.— I'Uteburg Dispatch,

Baton- Kooue, July 0.— During the 
visit to the Times /'niiocratcorreBpon- 
dent to the State institution for the 
education of the deaf and dumb, for 
the purpose of ascertaining somo facts 
relative to the prof posed removal to 
the commodious building formerly oc- 
cupied by the University and Agricul- 
tural and Mechanical College, and as 
to the out look for the session to begin 
October 1st, etc., allusion was made 
by Dr. Jastremski, the zealous and ef- 
ficient htiDcrinleiident of the institu 
Lion, to an editorial which appealed 

in the Times Democrat of the Gth in- 
stant, on theqaeation of educating the 
deaf-mutes in the State. 

Dr. Jastremski stated that ho regards 
the article in question as likely to do 
this institution and the deaf-mule chil 
dren injustice, by the erroneous mi 
pressioTis it, created concerning its 
conditions and workings, and, then; 
fori!, in order to comet such impres- 
aions, which he feels were unintention- 
ally made, be desired to make a state 
ment of fncliJ, to remove them and 

prevent any possible injury being 
done to the institution. lie said : 

" The system of instruction is such 
as to enable the deaf mutes to become 
useful and self sustaining members of 
■Ociety. They are taught reading, 
writing, arithmetic, and all branches 
usually taught children endowed with 
all of their natural powers. To keep 

pace with the march of improvement 

the Board of. Trustees two years ago 
employed a skilled ami expert teacher, 
ol 'articulation and lip reading,' who 
who was recommended by the superin- 
tendent of the New York institution 
for the instruction of deaf-mate*. The, 
result of this teacher's labor was 
clearly demonstrated when, at the ex- 
hibition at the close of the recent, ses- 
sion, three boys recited orally and 
were perfectly understood by all. 

There are severe] of the pupils who 

have learned l,o speak SO as to make 

themeeWea generally understood, and 

in the near future, far belter results 

I peeled. 

" A thoroughly practical printer is 
employed, and the art of printing ef- 
ficiently taught. The typographical 

appearance of the Deaf-mute Pelican, 
an eight-page paper devoted to the in 

lerest, of the pupils, set up and print- 
ed by them, will attest to the s q ccesi 
attained in tbia department. 

"The State Inn provided besides 
for the employment of four first-class 
teacher*, and for the thorough care of 
tho children. They are furnished 
with board, lodging, their clothes are 
washed, mended and cared for at, the 

expense of the institution, and medi 

OJnea and medical attendance luni'isli- 
ed them when needed, and in cases of 
the parent*' inability to furnish cloth- 
ing, not, only this need has been sup- 
plied, but the traveling expenses of 

children in such cimh aro paid by the 
instil til ion, in order to enabi 

child to receive that education so ne- 
cessary to its future welfare and inde- 
pendence. These facts are not gener 
ally known, and if they were the good 
work of this institution would be felt 
as il should be in every community in 
the State. 

"Ilmay be disagreeable for loving 
parent* to part with their afflicted 
little on**, bat such parting is alike 

i r y in the remote parishes of 
the Slate, there is no reason why par- 
ents residing in New Orleans, only 

boar*' ride from Baton Boage, 
shoald hesitate about sending their 

children to an institution where the 
same advantages are offered as at any 
similar institution In tbe United States, 
and at no expense.'' 
As to the oars of the children, Dr. 

inski said that, there is no better.

[Editorial comment on Uw above] 

An article in The Tbnee-Jhmevrat, 
a few days ago, on tho subject of the 
instruction of deaf-mutes has drawn 
out a communication on the subject 

of the State Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb which wo publish olso- 
where. Tho facts brought out by our 
correspondent, who visited and in- 
spected the institution, show it to be 
in ■ far better condition in every re- 
spect than wos genonilly imagined, 
and that it is equal to any similar asy- 
lum in the country. 

Articulation or lip-reading has been 
taught in the last two years, and a 
number of tho children are able, to 
hold intelligent converse with anyone. 
There are four other I.eacherH, whose 
aim it is to make the deaf-mutes use- 
ful and self-sustaining. They are 

taught all the rudiments, an taught 

i ype netting or printing, and a paper 

is published by them, which hears 
evidence that the instruction is not 
wasted. 

On the other point, of tho care of 
tho children, our correspond.ini bears 
evidence that it is all it should be. 
They were well provided for, receive 
every attention, and while it is natural 
that both parents and children should 
fool it disagreeable to bo separated, the 
children are happy and contented, 
healthy and stud ions. The large ami 
commodious building of the Don 
Agricultural and Meohanioal College 
has been turned over to the Deaf and 
Dumb Institute, giving ample room, 
and the best accommodation. 

Altogether there could bo no more 
favorable report than thai, presented 
by our Correspondent of the Louisiana 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 

'1'ln; Times- Democrat has never doubt- 
ad that, it, was a well managed institu- 
tion, knowing tho gentlemen under 
whose care and supervision it is. 

In the article in question we sug- 

i the advisability of adopting the 
system in force in New York and other 

I. where in those towns in which 
there is a large number of deaf-mute* 
the Slate makes somo provision to- 
ward the support of schools for them. 
Ah wc remarked at, the time, it is un- 
pleasant, and more than unpleasant, 
for parents to be compelled to semi 
very young children far away from 
homo, oven to tho best managed .State 
institution — anJ yet in their infancy 
is the best, t.imo to begin the instruc- 
tion of deaf-mutes. And when this 

can be avoided and then arc enough 

children of this defoctivo class in any 
community, a special school should be 
provided for thorn, where they will 
have the .advantages of oducalion wit .li- 
mit, being separated from their friend:: 

and relatives. 

Of course, the liaton liougc. Insti- 
tute should remain as a central Stale 
institution for the benefit of those local- 
ities where there lire not, enougb deaf- 

to form a separate class. And 
we BM glad to know that it. is so well 

/id and cared for, and so sue 
ccssful in tho good work of making 
the deaf-mutos useful and solf-supporf- 
ing.

Peet and his assistants have elected. 
at an expense of two hundred dollars, 
a granite monument about fifteen 
feet high, on which is inscribed : 
" In Memorial!. 
Born Dec. 26, 1808. 
Died Juno 18, 1874." 

His deaf-mate friends, in whose 

cause be devoted the best effort* of a 

brilliant- intellect and tho warmest 
sympathies of a loving heart, grate 

fully contributed towards creeling this 
monument. 

I met, him al the American Asylum, 
Hartford, in 1839. Ho was a line 
looking gentleman then, lie was 
thoro to sell his book, the title of 
which does not occur to me. 

While ho was at the New York In- 
stitution, he complained of his sick- 
ness, got permission to go home in- 
stead of waiting for the vacation, 
reached his destination, and expired 
the next day. 

Mr. Burnet once had a faithful 
dog which was very useful to him as a 
mail agent. Tho dog oarricd and. 
brought his mails to and from the 
post office in its mouth with tho re- 
gularity of a letter carrier. 

One night, the cistern being unin- 
tentionally left open, tho dog fell in 
and was found drowned, probably af- 
ter a March of a day or two,

I am a deaf-mute, to be sure, and 
have been so siuoe I was Wye years of 
age, and have mingled among the 
the deaf-mutes for about a score of 
years, and consider myself thorough 
ly acquainted with their nature, which, 
to be Bare, is the same as that of our 
five-sense fellow beluga. Bui the deal 
mules, at least a portion of them, 
have been made by some delusion so 
sensitive and timid that they make it 
appear that it is a disgrace to use the 
signs in the presence of their more fa- 
vored fellow beings. That formation 
<>f timidity is what 1 wish to try tO 
"rough" in this paragraph. I believe 
1 am safe in saying thai this timidity 
Is prevalent among the mutes in every 
Slate of i he Union ; and that it some 
times culminates in a threatening 
aspect, when an unfortunate and un 
sophisticated hearing person happens 

to stare at two deaf-mates engaged in 
conversation ; and that it is calculated 
to do ft good deal of injuiy to our 
This timidity is especially per 
ceptiblo, when the deaf mutes are two 
or three by themselves, in a place 
away from the institution. The deaf 
mutes should be taught to be a little 
more forebearing towards starers, who 
mean no harm or insult. I have wit- 
nessed, on one or tWO occasions, deaf 
mules turning to the starers with 
clenched lists, and say ill gestures, " 1 
will lick you, sir, if yo do not go an av 
This is indeed very bad. Tho 
staler may be a philosopher of no mean 
ability, and I believe philosophers 
are generally inclined to stare at 
anything new to them. The signs be- 
ing a gift to us from (he Supreme Be 
I as use them in a dignified way. 
and altogether ignore the stare of tho 
hearing people, for why should we let 
ourselves be bothered by I hem? The 
more we use them in ft dignified wav 
and unconsciously of the presence of 
our live sense brethren, the better they 
will he appreciated and more respect- 
ed by the uninitiated.

On thu 
diet three of my little children were 
wived from death by cholera infantum, 
and one eat nothing else for more than 
a year, excepting, after two or three 
months, an occasional baked pi 
mixed with the raw beef, and s ;me- 
times a little well-boiled rice with a 
very little sweet butter and sugar, and 
drank only water. A teaspoon f til of 
milk would work instant mischief with 
these three children. 

Without drugs, I have succeeded in 
bringing several apparently dying 
children back to live upon this t 
raw beef paste and bread an- 
juice. Sometimes the persistent use 
of milk baa so inflamed the stomach 
and bowels with its sharp acid as to 
require a corrective. Then give little, 
powders of bi-carbonate of potash — 
two, three or five grains each, 
child is five or six months or 
old. Dissolve one in the crush) 
and feed the baby with it from a 
small spoon, a powder three or four 
times a day. It if very tasteless. No 
doubt your doctor will laugh you to 
scorn while you try to bring your 
baby up on raw beef and bread and 
butter !
